A tour of inspection of all the 
emergency 
forest 
work 
being 
done by members of the civilian 
conservation corps in the Pennsyl­ 
vania state forests has been made 
by direction of S ecretary Lewis E. 
Staley of the dep artm en t of forests 
and waters, under whose supervision 
88 camps are operating. 
The departm ental 
officials who 
made the inspection were George H. 
Wirt, chief of th e bureau of forest 
protection; A. E. R upp, chief of the 
bureau of lands; and R. H. Vought 
of the bureau of m anagem ent, and 
Dr. E. A. Ziegler, director of the 
forest research in stitu te, Mont Alto. 
With a full com plem ent of 200 
members in each cam p, together 
with 
supervisory 
personnel, 
the 
number of m en conducting forest 
operations under th e supervision of 
state forest officers totals nearly 18,- 
000. At the present tim e the princi­ 
pal activities of th e emergency con­ 
servation workers are state forest 
road and trail 
construction and 
maintenance, a n d forest improve­ 
ment cuttings. 
The inspection was primarily to 
determine the type of work being 
done, the- m ethods used in carrying 
out the work, th e condition of tools 
and equipment, a n d the relation be­ 
tween supervisory 
personnel and 
camp officers.

Through Latest Findings. 


Somewhere in the sp irit world a 
Scotchm an is having a last laugh 
a t an Irishman. Tables are turned 
on a “grudge’’ fight th a t dates back 
alm ost 250 years. 
W hen William Penn built Penns­ 
bury Manor shortly a fte r he first 
landed in 1682, form al gardens were 
laid out between th e m ansion and 
th e Delaware river on th e manor 
site about 25 miles above Philadel­ 
phia. 
There was a n upper and 
lower garden 
separated by brick 
walls recently found burled under 
six feet of earth by D r. Donald A. 
Cadzow, archaeologist for the state 
historical 
commission, departm ent 
of public instruction. 
The garden walls were exposed 
th is summer and restoration has 
started with a sm all appropriation 
from the commission.
